The statement published in yesterday's Republican in 


the interest of Mr. McCardle calls for an answer. The facts 
are that on the face of the returns I had a plurality of 24 
votes. On the recount Mr. McCardle had a plurality of 41 
votes. In this Recount 143 "No Nomination" ballots voted 
for me, and 6 "No Nomination" ballots voted for McCardle, 
were rejected.

lit under a new bill of rights. 
According to the rule* and 


regulations of the Hepburn rate bill, 
which became law on Auff. 21 lait, the 
power* of the commlaRlon were en- 
larged creatly. and the-old board, with 
IU limited authority. Ineffective at best 
against the various forms of dodglnc 
Inrented br the «cute legal advisers of 
the great corporations, became a thine 
of the past. 


80 It la that Aug. 2! mar be termed 


an epochal date. Previous to that time 
the commission had but a shadow of Its 
preaent authority. It could bring about 
u many Investigations a> It wished, 
could compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses from all parts of the country, 
require corporations to show cause, but 
It was comparatively powerless to pre- 
vent a continuance of the very evils It 
managed to discover. 


In the new commission are seven 


men, and their duties and powers are 
defined with great particularity by the 
Hepburn measure. On the shoulders of 
these men now devolves the duty of 
carrying out the laws of the country 
respecting the regulation of Ita vast 
trajnsjjortatlojx Interests.._Thftt_wlH.in=. 
volve a practical endeavor to super- 
vise one of the most extensive Indus- 
tries of the world for the beat Interests 
of the public at large and In a way 
that Is convincing to that general pub* 
lie. That makes of the Interstate com- 
merce commission.' as at present con- 
stituted, the most significant Indus 
trial tribunal of the world. 


To give an Idea of the scope of the 


commission's supervision It may be 
mid that within Its Jurisdiction are 
about 2.100 railroads, pipe lines and 
waterways. 
A conservative estimate 


of the value df this property would be 
IH,700.<MM,000. The miles of trackage 
repreeemed are 277,071; locomotives, 
46.741; 
cars,

To keep track of the comings and 


golugB of this gigantic Industry re- 
quires a vlgjlance that ts sleepless, and 
to rectify the wrong* that come from 
the constant jostling of conflicting in- 
terests and the feverish competition 
that is BO characteristic of highly capi- 
tal U«l business schemes will tax the 
combined. resources of the seven ca- 
pable men who constitute, this new 
commission. No such breadth of in- 
dustrial supervision has ever before 
been delegated to a single body of 
American cltlsens. 


Of course the Interstate commerce 


commission even nofv Is not an abso- 
lute tribunal. Supervision or regula- 
tion Is Its especial function. The Hep- 


—feum-bULlo- entitled "an act to regulate 


commerce," and It Is the duty of the 
commission to see that Its provisions 
are. carried out. One of Its largest 
powers Is to regulate transportation 
rates. According to the wording of the 
act. It will have the authority to "de- 
termine and prescribe what will be Just 
and reasonable. rate or pates, charge 
or charges, -to be thereafter observed,

This gives the commission the power 
ta mflkft nil rnt»g. a, nrlvUette whicli_the 
common carriers havo reserved for 
themselves until now.

All 
books and papers bclnnfinr to the 
common carriers muet be open to the 
members of the board on demand. Re- 
fusal on the part mt the carrier means 
the payment of a fine of $500 a day un- 
til complied with. The securing of in- 
junctions by carriers Is made much 
mora difficult. 


Whenever the commission discovers 


that there is any offering:, soliciting, 
giving or accepting of rebate*, favors 
and sources of profit one way or an- 
other to tho discrimination of certain 
classes of patrons, it lias the power to 
proceed at once. The fine rangea from 
1100 to 920,000. Another duty of the 
commission is to see that railroads do 
not Issue passes to persons who are 
not entitled legitimately to receive such 
favors, and the board has power to de- 
termine who are the proper persons to 
whom passes may be given. This regu- 
lation of the pass business by law will 
do away with one of the most unquali- 
fied evils of the day. ~ 


The men to whom the execution of 


all this ie intrusted are Martin A. 
Knapp of New York, chairman; Ex- 
Senator Francis M. Cockrell of Mis- 
souri, Judson C. Clements of Georgia. 
Charles A. Prouty of Vermont, Frank- 
lin Lane of California, E. E. Clark of 
Iowa, and James S. Harlan of Illinois. 
Lane, Clark and Harlan are new ap- 
pointees, and the others were members 
of the old commission. 


The members of>the commission have 


been selected with great care. It was 
essential that they should represent 
the country both geographically and in- 
tellectually, and much study was given 
to the subject. It was understood at

Martin A. Knapp, chairman of the

he was seventeen, when he became 
pupil at Caienovia seminary. Later 


he finished a classical course at Wes- 
leyan university, Middletown, Conn., 
from which he was graduated In 1868. 
In 1871 he received the master's degree, 
and In 1892 was given the doctorate in 
laws by the - same institution.

ly the most popular man in his state, 
/His friends wanted to make him gov-

him to the United States senate. 
Senator Cockrell continued to serve 
Missouri at Washington for thirty 
years, displaced -only by a political 
landslide that revolutionized his state. 


But he left his seat in the senate 


with a reputation for ability and in- 
tegrity that was acknowledged by men 
of all parties. President Roosevelt of- 
fered him the choice between a place 
on the Panama commission and mem- 
bership In the interstate commerce 
body.

In Itls student days he was so enamored 
dC the study of astronomy that he made 
up his mind to devote his life io It and 
actually spent two years in the effort. 
Then he was obliged to .exchange It for 
something more promising, and he 
chose the law. He made a. great suc- 
cess and served ae state's attorney and 
later wont to the legislature. 
After 


the resignation of Judge Veaiey from 
the commlEBlon President Cleveland 
appointed Frouty to fill the vacancy, 
and he has served acceptably since 
that time. He Is very active In the 
discharge of his duties, and the railroad 
forces charge him with tb.o responsi- 
bility of the existence of the present 
rate law. JBefore the passage of the 
bill he lost no opportunity to point ou< 
the evils of the transportation system.

Perhaps the moat interesting am one 
« new member* of the commission la 


Krigar E. Clark, appointed by Prealdent 
Roosevelt in recognition of his position 
in labor circles. Mr. Clark is one of 
the best known exponents of labor In 
America. 
Born at Lima, N. V, in 


1859, he went west in his early life and 
adopted railroading as a business. H« 
was one of the founder* of th« Order 
of Railway Conductors and eventually 
became president of the orcanizaUon. 
When tho anthracite coal commUsion 
was formed Mr. Clark was chosen a 
member, and It was his notable serv- 
ice with that body that led to his ap- 
pointment to tho Interstate commerce 
commission. 


James S. Harlan, another new mem- 


ber. In the son of Mr. Justice Harlan of 
the United States supreme court. He 
waa born at KvanEvllte. Ind., in 1891 
and la an alumnus of Princeton..-—UA__ 


RDtr*J-ru.J£g^atnlete"in his day 


and was captain of the Nassau nine 
the year of hi* graduation. Beginning 
the study of law in the office of Chief 
Justice Fuller In Chicago, he went later 
to Columbian university. He built up 
a very successful practice tn Chicago, 
and In IfOl was appointed attorney, 
general of Porto Rico. Mr. Harlan Is 
a personal friend of tho president 


Franklin K. Lane, seventh member of 


the commisalon, 1* the only ono amonc 
them all who could never under any 
combination of circumstances become 
Uncle Sam'a tenant in the White 
House. It is not that Mr. Lane's In- 
tellectual endowment* are not ,sum> 
dent to win for him the highest honor, 
but ho happens to be a native of Prince 
Edward Island. H|s present residence 
Is In San Francisco. He ha* been re- 
porter, editor and owner of a Tacoma 
(Wash.) newspaper, city attorney of 
Ban Francisco and an unsuccessful 
candidate for governor of California. It 
wan the Democratic campaign of 1968 
In California that brought Mr. Lane 
conspicuously to the front. He entered 
Into the struggle with a vim that *r.ade 
him many friends. He abandoned the 
stereotyped 
campaign 
Issues 
and 


pleaded eloquently'for the larger de- 
velopment of. California's great re- 
sources. One of his most telling point* 
was a plea for lower freight rates. He 
also championed free markets, the 
smashing of the middleman's ring and 
industrial peace. 


But he lost the election through a 


technicality. About 6,000 votes cost 
for him were- rejected on account of 
some trifling variation of the election 
rules, and his Republican opponent 
won by 3,000 votes. Mr. Lane Is ad- 
mired greatly by President Roosevelt. . 
and if Senator Cockrell had not lost - 
his seat Mr. Lane would have been 
made a member of the Interstate' com* 
merce commission at that time.

Sam's marines had 
scarcely landed at 
the Cuban port of 
Clenfuegos 
when 


that still uncon- 
quered securge of 
the, Wand, yellow 
jack, made Its ap- 
pearance. A some- 
what 
protracted 


Absence of several months had inspir- 
ed-the hope that this unwelcome visi- 
tor, had become so'discouraged By the 
•dentine attempts that have been 
mala to interrupt the regularity of his 
coming that he would not return this 
year. Recent advices from the island 
are to the effect that he ha* sought his 
old haunts again in spite of the snub- 
bing he has received. 


That there wjw cam* for apprehen- 


sion t» evident from the prompt and 
active measures that have been adopt- 
ed br the American military authori- 
ties to prevent the disease, from making 
headway. The marines were at once 
ordered aboard ship and a system of 
the strictest sanitary oversight was in 
•muted. General Elliott, at the head 
of Jhe marine corps, began a vigorous 
campaign to protect his.men from in- 
fection. 


In. connection Vith this a matter of 


Importance has come to light—the 
theory that yellow jack and the mos- 
quito are united in a diabolical league 
against mankind has not been aban- 
doned. On the contrary, all of tho pre- 
ventive measures employed by the mil- 
itary authorities have been based on 
. the. truth, of that, pretty well eutab- 
llsbed and generally accepted belief. 
Ons of tho first moves made at Wash- 
ington w?^ to order the shipment of 
ten barrets of cltronella—one of the few 
thlnffs on earth that seem to cause 
th*t mosquito to hesitate—to Cuba at 
once. It is the intention of the war de- 
partment that every marine doing 
guard duty shall have as much 1m 
munity from the machinations cf this 
liuect Borgia as a bottle of the pun 
gent oil will afford. 


In addition to this major precaution 


alt the American marines |n the island 
have been supplied with mosquito.net- 
tint sufficient to covtr their beds, and 
titad netting's havo also been provid 
*d., . These latter, however, aro not 
popular with the men. They ara so 
uncomfortable In the stifling atro 
ph*re that mo*t men remove them re- 
gardless of the consequences. H has 
been discovered In connection with this 
matter of the head nets that the Ameri- 
can soldier In Cuba Is still a little skep-

But those who are better Informed pin 


their faith to the theory. The army 
medical experts have made it an article 
of their profess^mal belief, and many 
flf their brethren In civil life have 
yielded a ready acquiescence. 
The 


co-ToboratiVfi experiments conducted 
by Dr. Juan Guiteras, in 1801, at the 
Las An!ma3 hospital. Havana, served to 
establish tho theory which previously 
had been evolved by Dr. Carloii Finlny. 
This apparently convincing testimony 
has been supplemented by a long and 
exhaustive series of experimentation 
carried on by government medical ex- 
perts* In every Instance the claims of 
the early theorists se«m to have been 
substantiated. 


The last yellow fever epidemic *in 


Cuba occurred in 1839. 
Since then 


there have been several appearances of 
the. disease |n various parts of tho Is- 
land, but nothing of an epidemic nature. 
At Santiago, which was the center of 
the Infected district in 1899, the death 
rate amounted to 20 per cent. 
After 


two years of American occupation San- 
tiago, which had been the synonym of 
uncleanllness, wo* brought into the 
condition of the average New England 
town, and its sanitary condition was 
Improved so materially that not a case 


of yellow Jack was reported for over 
two years. 
The records show that 


since 1761 no previous year had pass- 
ed with absolute freedom from tho 
disease. 


The Americans made & very thorough 


job of cleaning up at Santiago. Every 
houxe in which there had been a cane 
of yellow fever was disinfected three 
times. 
Eighty-five miles of streets 


were swept daily, and 25.000 cubic 
yards of sweepings wore hauled out of 


the pity during the year. In a single 
week .15,000 gallons of crudo petroleum. 
4,000 gallons of curbollc acid and 11,000 
pounds or <;hloHilc of lime wpro used. 


The condition of the city of Havana 


so far as yellow jack Is concerned has' 
born equally gratifying since tho ex- 
pulsion of the Spaniards, There have 
been periods of considerable length 


during which not a single c&ao of the 
disease could bo found in the city, a 
condition tlmt was unknown before tho 
arrivnl of tho' Americans. Most sig- 
nificant of nil in the fact that \ho cam-~ 
paign carried on against the scourge 
jias been based on the theory of tnuip- 
mlHsion by the Infected mosquito. Five 
years of this form of prevention have 


shown results that should be convinc- 
ing to..ttiu most skeptically inclined. 


So the meilluit authorities are com* 


bating the disease from tho standpoint 
that the moxriulto theory Is the true 
nnr> and that there Is nono other 
worthy of consideration. From a pure- 
ly jtrlonlinc point of view this can 
hardly bn correct. U Is a bold asser- 


tion that the stetomyia Is the only car- 
rier of yellow fever. There is a very 
strong probability that there ar£ oth^r 
carriers. It Is a well know*, fact that 
the disease has made its appearance in 
many localities in which the special 
variety of the insect accredited with 
tho power of infection does not exist. 
It la sufficient for all practical pur- 
poses that It has been demonstrated 
beyond a shadow of doubt that this 
death dealing insect does exist In Cu- 
ba, and that in that locality at least it 
in the most active cause of the spread 
of the fex'er. 


That makes a war of extermination 


the leading feature of the preventive 
treatment. To that end the'Americans, 
during; the early days of the first occu- 
pation, proceeded to make sanitation 
such a matter of necessity and wera 
so active In securing It that the eyes 
of the not overparticular native Cuban 
grew wide with wonder. 


That the disease is not contagious 


has been demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion at least of the military medical ex* . 
perls. At the experiment camp main- 
tained on the outskirts of Havana dur- 
ing the last outbreak of the disease nu- 
merous tesls were mode. In every In- 
stance it was found that actual contact 
with articles worn by fever patients 
brought no danger whatever. The ex- 
perimentation which established this 
fact seems to have been amply thor- 
ough. Three healthy young American 
soldiers slept for twenty consecutive 
nights in a room containing a large 
number of articles which had been con- 
taminated by close contact with fatal 
rases of yellow fever. U was a for- 
bidding task, but these young men 
were so Impressed with the necessity 
for the sacrifice that they volunteered" 
with enthusiasm, Fortunately none of 
them contracted tho dlnease. In spile 
of the thoroughness of this test It was 
not deemed conclusive. The watchful 
experts demanded additional evidence 
before committing themselves to such 
a novel and unpopular discovery. 


The experiment was repeated with 


the camo careful attention to detail 
that had been given to the first test. 
Two nonlmnmnea slept in .a room 
which had been occupied by a yellow 
fever victim, using the same bed and 
bedclothlng that the dead man hod 
used, for twenty nights. It was an act 
of heroism that has been equaled but 
rarely. The reiult was precisely as 
before—the men did not contract the 
disease from the exposure. 
A third 


lime the experiment was repeated be- 
fore, tho medical men would shoulder 
tho responsibility of announcing their 
discovery to an incredulous world.
